To the Inhabitants of the Town of Boscawen in the County of Merrimack in 
said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Boscawen on Tues- 
day, the Thirteenth day of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize the withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State 
and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as setoffs against budgeted appropria- 
tions for the following specific purposes and in amounts indicated herewith or 
take any other action hereon:

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$4,219 to the Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$3,500 to help support the Penacook Rescue Squad for its emergency medical 
services and rescue operations for the Town. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$5,665 to purchase a new police cruiser for the Police Department. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of $100, donated by the 
Boscawen Kindergarten, and said amount to be used as a setoff against upkeep 
of the Town Hall. 
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8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$3,000 for purpose of engaging the services of a CPA firm to conduct an audit 
of all Town records as required by the Federal Government in order to qualify 
for Federal Revenue Sharing Funds. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$7,500 to move the so-called “‘little building,” the Selectmen’s Office, across the 
street onto Town-owned property near the Police and Fire Stations. This cost 
will include moving the building, construction of a 12 foot addition, foundation 
and a septic system. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
$1,852.96 to the Boscawen Congregational Church to defray their costs incurred 
for past repairs to the so-called “‘little building.” 


11. To see if the Town will vote to accept Welcome Avenue and Lawrence 
Street upon presentation of a deed and in accordance with the plan agreed to by 
the Board of Selectmen and the Planning Board. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to provide workers’ compensation coverage 
for eligible employees by participating in the N. H. Municipal Association Self- 
Funded Workers’ Compensation Program, if deemed suitable by the Selectmen; 
and to authorize the Selectmen to take such action in furtherence of this vote 
as may be necessary. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the printing of the reports of 
the Trustees of Trust Funds in summary form in the Annual Town Report ex- 
cept in a year in which they accept new cemeteries and burial lot trusts. Then 
the Trustees shall print the names of donors, value of such gifts, legacies and 
devises at the time of donation in the Annual Town Report. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to empower the Selectmen to borrow such 
sums of money as may be necessary to meet current expenses of the Town until 
the taxes are paid to the Treasurer. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen authority to transfer 
or sell property taken by the Town in default of Redemption from the Tax Sale 
or otherwise acquired and such sale to be at public auction with Selectmen re- 
serving the right to accept or reject any or all bids. 


16. To see if the Town would vote to require that the Selectmen, before dis- 
posing of any real property taken by the Town in default of Redemption from 
Tax Sale or otherwise acquired, first consult with the Conservation Commission, 
said Commission to recommend if the retention of such real property would be 
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in the best interest of the Town; and if said Commission so recommends then 
the recommendation be subject to final ratification of the next annual town 
meeting, as provided in RSA 80:42a. (By Petition) 


17. To see if the Town will appropriate $25,000 to improve the Town land at 
where the present ballfields are now located. These funds to be used for tennis 
courts, basketball court, parking lot and necessary fencing. To authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for matching funds from the Land, Water & Conservation 
Funds and expend same. This expenditure to be contingent upon the approval 
of 50% reimbursement grant from the U.S. Department of Interior. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to exclude 
election officials and election workers, earning less than $100, from social secur- 
ity tax. 


19. To transact any other business which may legally come before this 
meeting.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We are pleased to announce, once again, that our Town has maintained an 
acceptable level of services at a very small cost. A reduction of two dollars per 
thousand valuation came as a result of a small but steady growth and a careful 
and serious cost consciousness. 

During the past year, there has been some unfortunate misunderstanding 
concerning tennis courts. Even though the Town appropriated funds to repair 
the tennis courts, the Department of Revenue Administration will not allow us 
to raise the money through taxation because public money may not be ex- 
pended on private property. There have been other such attempts along this 
line, and we caution all groups and individuals that what cannot be done, will 
not be done. In this same vein, you are being asked to accept $100 from the 
kindergarten. The temptation to quietly accept the money was great — the 
desire to do what was right was greater. 

You will notice that an independent audit is being requested. Actually, 
because the Town accepts Revenue Sharing funds exceeding $25,000, we must 
have this audit; but once again, it will enable the Town to be more efficient in 
record keeping and in managing tax dollars. You will also notice the elected 
auditors’ report for last year which indicates that some discrepancies arose. 
There were no discrepancies, but our new auditors looked at items in a different 
fashion. In order to clarify this confusion, a State auditor came up and assured 
us our practices were acceptable and legal. 

One of our continual problems is locating people who are willing and able to 
serve on various boards and commissions. If you have an interest, please let us 
know. It isn’t fair or particularly good to have the same people doing all the 
work and all the planning. 

Once again we wish to credit our departments for their spirit and efforts on 
behalf of Boscawen. The Police Department that helps with welfare cases; the 
Highway Department that helps with health work; the Fire Department that 
helps with zoning work; and all the departments that work, diligently, towards 
carrying out the wishes of our Town should be commended for their extra 
efforts. 

During this past year, our Town Clerk has been seriously ill. Naturally, we 
were concerned for her and obviously we were concerned about Town affairs. 
In spite of her absence, Town affairs continued to be executed in the same 
efficient manner. This is a tribute to Mrs. Reed, and we certainly wish her well 
and thank her for her efforts on behalf of our Town. 

1978 was a year of quiet and efficient progress. Many items that have been 
pending were finalized; computer processes were stabilized; taxing procedures 
were streamlined; and legalities were explained and followed. This progress 
and future progress are due to the citizens of Boscawen who aid us in carrying 
out the wishes of you, the residents, of Boscawen. We will continue to work for 
you in this manner. 

THE SELECTMEN 
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AUDITORS’ REPORT 


As of February 16, 1979, the publication date for the annual report, the 
annual audit of Town records had not been completed in time for the 1978 
Town Report. 


Upon completion of the audit, the auditors’ report will be available for 
public inspection in the Selectmen’s Office during office hours. 


Publication of the 1978 Auditors’ Report will appear in the 1979 Annual 
Report. 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
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AUDITORS’ REPORT 


We, the undersigned Auditors of the Town of Boscawen, certify that we 
have examined, checked and verified the records of the Selectmen and Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Treasurer of the Library Trustees and Treasurer 
of the Trust Funds in accordance with the guidelines furnished by Municipal 
Services Division, Department of Revenue Administration. Some corrections 
were noted. 


We found the following to be questionable bookkeeping practices: 

(1) Interest for 1977 Revenue Sharing appropriation transferred to general 
fund. 

(2) It was noted that payment to Patricia Knight for Accounting Services 
was made on “‘expense”’ checks, not “payroll”? checks. Neither F.1.C.A. 
nor other deducations were made. These charges were posted to Account 
No. 400-a, ‘““Town Officers Salaries.’ We believe this should be handled 
as any other payroll item; i.e., on payroll checks with F.1.C.A. and other 
normal deductions. 

(3) Not all bills were paid by invoice nor approved by majority of the 
Selectmen. 


We would make the following recommendations: 

(1) All fees collected by Town Clerk and Tax Collector be shown in a 
separate column in their respective ledgers. 

(2) The person responsible for collecting Trailer Park fees should keep a 
separate ledger showing amounts received. 


We found that the Tax Collector has an account for Redemption of Tax 
Sales. This is a separate bank account where she writes checks when a tax sale 
is redeemed. We believe this to be contrary to RSA Chapter 41, Section 29, 
which states in part, “The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all moneys 
belonging to the Town and shall pay out same only upon orders of the Se- 
lectmen.”

Moderator Robert L. Johnson called the meeting to order at 10 A.M. and 
read the warrant. Amos Merchant moved that the Polls be closed at 6 P.M.; 
seconded by David Plourde and passed. 

Polls were closed at 6 P.M. and the ballots were counted with the following 
results: (Total number of ballots cast 436, of which 5 were absentee.)

Fence Viewers: Robert Kenevel, James Steenbeke, Jr., Ernest Cummings. 
These were also elected by voice vote, unanimously. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 
Motion made by Donna Maclvor, seconded by Adele Sanborn, that the 
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recreation amount of $4400 be removed from the budget and voted on as 
a separate item. After much discussion pro and con as to where the money 
was going to be spent, it was finally decided that the $4400 for recreation 
be removed from the total budget and the motion as made by Donna Maclvor 
and seconded by Adele Sanborn was passed unanimously by voice vote. 


Mr. Sloane moved that the main budget be accepted, seconded and passed 
on unanimous voice vote. 

Jack Pillsbury moved that $4400 be earmarked for the recreation budget, 
seconded by Richard Sweatt. Then there was discussion as to how and where 
the money would be spent. David Plourde asked if they wanted a breakdown 
and presented the following figures: $1040 Park Director, $380 supplies, 
$450 activities, $310 trips, $50 electricity, $740 capital outlay (this item was 
to repair toilets but was scratched), $290 baseball field, $500 for mowing. 
After more discussion, Roger W. Sanborn offered an amendment that $1000 
be spent at Community Park for tennis courts and toilets. This amendment 
was withdrawn; Penny Nixon offered an amendment that $1740 of total be 
used for the courts and toilets. It was explained that the Recreation Com- 
mittee recommends $1740 for capital outlay — $740 for new net and taking 
the middle space between toilets for storage. Richard Reed restated the 
amendment, that of the amount $740 should be used for repair to existing 
facilities at Community Park and $500 for mowing both Parks. The Amend- 
ment passed was for the $4400 for recreational purposes (this to include both 
parks). 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize the with- 
drawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as setoffs against budgeted appro- 
priations for the following specific purposes and in amounts indicated herewith 
or take any other action hereon: 

Police — $29,000.00 

Fire — 20,820.70 

Highway — 17,000.00 

Moved by Daniel Carey, seconded and after slight discussion was passed 
unanimously by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $3,943 to the Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association. 
Moved by Fred Supry, seconded by Katherine Bush, passed by voice vote, 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $3,500 to help support the Penacook Rescue Squad for its emergency 
medical services and rescue operations for the Town. 
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Moved by Daniel Carey and seconded by Ray Fisher. Wm. Walz questioned if 
other towns contributed. David Nudd explained why the increase was asked 
and after the explanation the article was passed by unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $503 for the Concord Hospital. 
Fred Supry moved the article be accepted, seconded by Lois Hartford; passed 
by unanimous voice vote. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $329.54 and authorize 
the withdrawal of this amount from the Anti-recession Fund for use as setoffs 
against the budgeted appropriation for “Town Officers’ Expenses.” 
Moved by David Plourde and seconded by Richard Sweatt, passed with no 
opposition. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $1,000 to be used toward the construction of a tennis court at the ball- 
fields located off old Canterbury Road, to be matched by BOR funds. 
Moved and seconded. Then amended by Penny Nixon to read that money be 
used to resurface tennis court located at Community Park. Amendment car- 
ried by voice vote. The main motion carried as amended. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to give Selectmen authority to revise 

the rate schedule for the rental of the Town Hall to make it self-sustaining. 
Roger C. Sanborn moved the article be passed, seconded by Fred Supry. 
Discussion, an amendment to table article was defeated and the original 
motion was passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise $1,871.00 and appropriate 
for this year’s annual dues in the Central New Hampshire Regional Planning 
Commission. (By Petition.) 
Richard Sweatt moved that the article be passed over, not seconded. Robert 
Malcolm moved that the article be adopted, seconded; then Kevin McCarthy 
spoke in favor of the article explaining that when any Federal assistance is 
asked, the first thing looked for is the regional overview. The vote was called 
and passed with no dissension. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,296.96 for the continuation of services to low-income residents of Boscawen 
through the Concord Area Center of the Community Action Program, Belknap- 
Merrimack Counties, Inc. (By Petition.) 
Roger C. Sanborn moved to pass over the article, seconded by Donna Maclvor. 
Article passed over by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to close that portion of Mutton Road 
falling within the Town of Boscawen, subject to gates and bars. 
Richard Sweatt moved the article be accepted as read, seconded by David 
Plourde, and passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to provide “winter” maintenance 

only to Fairbanks Drive, Lawrence Street and Welcome Avenue. (By Petition.) 
William Cook, Jr. spoke at length on the article as he is a resident of Law- 
rence and Welcome Ave., and wished to have road maintained on a year 
round basis. A letter from Town Counsel was read stating that money could 
not be spent on private roads. As'soon as the roads are brought up to speci- 
fication and accepted by town they will be maintained as other town roads. 
The article was defeated by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to close other roads—subject to gates 
and bars, in the event that they have not been previously voted. These roads 
are: Moss Hill, Chadwick Hill, Merrills Corner, Marlboro Road, Newbury Road 
and Cathole Road. 

Moved by Roger Sanborn and seconded by Ray Fisher. Passed on voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-B and 43-C for Ex- 
panded Exemptions on Real Estate which provides for a resident 65 years of age 
up to 75, a $5,000 exemption; a resident 75 years of age up to 80, a $10,000 
exemption; a resident 80 years of age or older, a $20,000 exemption. Provided 
that the resident owns the real estate individually or jointly with another or his 
spouse with whom he has been living for at least 5 years as man and wife; said 
resident had a net income of less than $7,000 or combined income with spouse 
of less than $9,000; and owns assets of any kind, tangible or intangible, less bona 
fide encumbrances, not in excess of $50,000. 

Motion made by Linda Lorden and seconded that the article be passed as 

read; no opposition and article passed on voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to lower the rent of the Town Hall 
for the Boscawen Cooperative Kindergarten from $50 to $25 per month com- 
mencing immediately and continuing for the 1978-1979 school year. (By Pe- 
tition.) 
Frances Rostron moved and Ray Fisher seconded the article. Maxwell Millard 
offered an amendment to read “be free’? as to rent for the Kindergarten. 
After discussion, the amendment passed, then the main motion with the 
changed wording was passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to empower the Selectmen to borrow 
such sums of money as may be necessary to meet current expenses of the Town 
until the taxes are paid to the Treasurer. 
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Roland Bartlett moved the article be passed as written, seconded and passed 
by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to give the Selectmen authority to 
transfer or sell property taken by the Town in default of Redemption from the 
Tax Sale or otherwise acquired and such sale to be at public auction with Se- 
lectmen reserving the right to accept or reject any or all bids. 
Daniel Carey moved and Richard Sweatt seconded the motion. Edward 
Damon offered the amendment that the words “or otherwise acquired” be 
stricken from the article, seconded and passed on voice vote with the deletion 
of those words. 


ARTICLE 19. To transact any other business which may legally come before 
this meeting. 
The question was raised by Maxwell Millard as to the cost of renovating the 
building in back of the church. Receiving no satisfactory answers, Roland 
Bartlett moved to adjourn, seconded by Dorothy Sanborn. The meeting ad- 
journed at 10:35 P.M.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In 1978, the Boscawen Fire Department responded to 159 calls; this is an 
increase by 47 calls over last year. 

Approximately 35%-40% of the fires were chimney fires. The main fire 
problem is the improper installation and use of woodburning stoves. 

If you are planning to install a woodstove, the Fire Department recommends 
that a minimum of 36 inches clear space on all sides of the stove be maintained. 
A properly installed stove that is used with common sense can be a safe and 
economical source of supplemental heat. 

There was one fatality in 1978 — on New Year’s Day. 

Training for fire personnel is still being conducted one night per week, as well 
as special training sessions at Fitzwilliams Drill Yard, Capital Area Compact and 
Twin Rivers Mutual Aid. 

If at any time you have any fire-related problems, please do not hesitate to 
call us.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 90 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New 
Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire prevention 
and suppression program that is recognized as superior throughout the United 
States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local com- 
munity governments have worked together to prevent and combat forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens are 
appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the members 
of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are used to pay one-half 
the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, 
within pay rates established by the Governor and Council. State funds matched 
by local funds are used to purchase hand tools to suppress forest fires, to train 
local forest fire crews and in forest fire prevention work. 

All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is permitted 
only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest Fire Warden. 
Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required is a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.

The laws of New Hampshire enable us to 
collect some of the monies expended from the families of the recipients if the 
family owns property. 

The Town of Boscawen has always rendered aid in cases of real need. We shall 
continue this policy. We have not, knowingly, allowed anyone to be cold or 
hungry.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


It is with great pleasure to have the privilege of bringing to you this second 
Annual Report of the Boscawen Conservation Commission. 

The past year has brought several new faces to our organization; these in- 
clude Brad Marshall, Matt McKerley and Doug Supry. Other members remaining 
from last year are Bruce Sloane and Lois Hartford who is presently acting as our 
secretary. 

The present membership has exhibited a very active interest in the functions 
of this Commission and have contributed greatly in our work. 

Our meetings have been on an average of once a month through the summer 
and fall. During this time we have begun to supplement the cataloguing started 
last year by including county and state property, listing its present use and 
limitations. 

In the course of the past year we have made recommendations to the Board 
of Selectmen, one of which is that the town retain the property known as the 
Eastman, and Barnard lots, as open land for the community. 

A project that was undertaken this year is a feasibility study of the property 
known as the Weir lot. This property in its present state could easily be developed 
as a multi-use area, encompassing many and varied interests, i.e., education and 
recreation. A cursory study this fall brought the attention of our group to the 
various types of terrain, ground cover and wild life that manifests itself here. 
There is also a common bound with a sizeable amount of state land known as 
the Hearsh Reserve. This would enhance the aforementioned use of this area. 

In closing, I would like to add that if anyone has a particular thought, in- 
terest or expertise and feels they could help in our endeavors, they may contact 
either a member of the Commission or the Board of Selectmen. 

We would welcome your ideas.

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PARKS AND RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Parks and Recreation Committee was formed in October 1977 to act as 
an advisory committee to the Board of Selectmen in preparing future long-range 
plans in recreation and to oversee its present programs. 

Since that time, the committee has been meeting on a regular monthly basis 
and has put together a master plan for developing the town property located 
on Canterbury Road where the two ball-fields are now located. This plan has 
been set up into a basic 2-phase plan at this point; with the first phase intended 
to build a double tennis court, a basketball court, a parking lot and also to erect 
a chain-link fence along the road and the river. It is recommended that this phase 
be done over a two year period in order to spread out the cost. You will see a 
special article in the town warrant for this project and it may seem a little con- 
fusing, but this is what it will mean. We will be asking for $25,000.00 to be 
appropriated this year, which is the overall cost of the entire Phase I plan. We 
have to ask for the full amount and have it approved before we can apply for 
monies from the Heritage Conservation and Recreation Service. If this article is 
approved, we may then apply for a grant that would reimburse the town 50% or 
$12,500. 

The committee also oversees the Summer Park Program which will be operat- 
ing again this year at the Community Park and under a new director, William 
Weir. Bill teaches at Merrimack Valley High School and has worked for the past 
three summers with the City of Concord’s Parks and Recreation Program. He 
has coached basketball, soccer, softball and track and has a well-rounded back- 
ground in recreation. He and his wife, Charlene, reside on Forest Lane with their 
daughter Heather and son Jamie. 

He will be replacing Susan McClellan who has run the program for the past 
two summers. We feel that Sue has done an outstanding job in expanding the 
program during those two years, and would like to commend her for a job well 
done. 

We would also like to take this opportunity to say that our meetings are 
always open and we are looking for any suggestions that you might care to share 
with us.

The Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., continued to service 
Boscawen for the fourth year. They have provided skilled nursing care for 
anyone sick in the home, especially those needing continuity of care after dis- 
charge from the hospital. They are available to give hypodermic injections, 
change surgical dressings, and do other treatments prescribed by the attending 
physician. When indicated, family members have been instructed to give care 
between the nurse’s visits. 

Special service such as physical therapy, speech therapy, occupational 
therapy and nutritional guidance have been given by the special staff and con- 
sultants in order to assist with the rehabilitation of an acute or chronic illness. 

When family members are unable to supply all the needed care, a staff of 
homemaker-home health aides are available to give physical care, do light house- 
keeping, and assist with meal planning and meal preparation. 

The nurses are delighted to advise new and expectant mothers in the care of 
themselves and their babies. They are also glad to work with families and individ- 
uals on normal nutrition, sickness, and accident prevention. 

Anyone in Boscawen may request these services—doctor, family, pastor, 
friend, or the patient himself. Patients are also referred by clinics and other 
agencies. All calls are answered, but continuing care can be provided only under 
a doctor’s orders. 

A call to the Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., (224-4093) 
between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. is all that is necessary to start services 
or make inquiries. Saturday, Sunday, and Holiday calls are only made when 
there is serious illness. Fees may be scaled to those unable to pay the entire 
amount.

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COMMISSIONERS’ ANNUAL REPORT 


The Penacook-Boscawen Water Precinct has had a quite successful year, 
finishing one project and starting a second. The Precinct put backfilling the 
excavation (Article 4 of last year’s Warrant) out to bid. Low bidder was D. J. 
Thompson and Son of Broken Bridge Rd., Concord with a bid of $12,859.00. 
Although problems were anticipated, especially with a significant portion of 
the project being very wet, the backfilling was completed on time and in a 
very satisfactory manner. The landowners involved approved the results as did 
the Commissioners. Lawrence Silver was paid $1,160.00 for the backfilling he 
had done which brought the total cost of the project to $14,019.00 which was 
under the $14,500.00 appropriated last year. 

The other project covered by last year’s Warrant (Article 5) was doing an 
engineering study to enable the Precinct how best to comply with state and 
federal laws setting drinking water standards. Unfortunately, the New Hamp- 
shire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission increased the number 
of problem areas to be included in the study. A letter sent to the Precinct well 
after the Annual Meeting by the state said that groundwater exploration has to 
be included which raises the costs for the study substantially. Instead of the 
$10,000.00 appropriated, a total of $17,000.00 is required. 

After extensive interviewing, studying proposals, etc., the Commissioners 
chose Environmental Engineers, Inc. of Concord to do the study. The Commis- 
sioners selected this particular firm because it has an excellent reputation and 
because past clients are well satisfied with its work. That we were able to choose 
a local firm of this caliber is very fortunate because the previous firm was from 
Boston which made settling problems difficult. 

Again the Precinct is faced with inflationary pressures on its costs. Salaries 
and wages have been raised in an attempt to soften the impact of rising prices 
on the Precinct’s employees. The Commissioners feel that these people have 
carried out their tasks very well. The costs for materials are anticipated to in- 
crease markedly this year so the Commissioners have increased budget items 
accordingly.

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NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


NOTE 1 


The accounts of the Precinct are maintained on the accrual basis of account- 
ing. Inventories are stated at lower of cost (first-in, first-out basis) or market. 
Property, plant and equipment are recorded at cost. Expenditures for renewals 
and betterments are capitalized. Expenditures for maintenance and repairs are 
expensed as incurred, since it is not practicable to determine the amount of, or 
duration of, future benefit. Depreciation over their estimated useful lives is 
computed on the straight-line method based on the following estimated useful 
lives of the assets. 


Buildings and Structures 40 Years 
Standpipes : 30 Years 
Mains, Hydrants, Services 30-50 Years 
Other Equipment 5-20 Years 


Although still in use, assets that are fully depreciated are removed from the 
accounts. 
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
